SIDKTItACKiNO Tilt: CONSTITUTION 
The ndminlslrallon is working out plana for 
a United Nations Relief ndmlnlslratlon. The 
DrJslnnl version Is being revised to meet ob- 
jections of congress men. The flnul draft Is 
expected tnwbe acceptable to congress as a 
whole. . 

It is not, however, Intended to submit the 
nErecmcnt to congress lor ratification. PreslJ 
dent Roosevelt, Premier Churchill, presum- 
ably Premier Stalin and Marshal ChlangJCal- 
shcit will algn, and then congress will bo ask- 
ed to appropriate, by Joint resolution, the 
funds necessary to finance the BChemc. 

A Joint resolution will require only a ma- 
jority vote In each house. Ratification of a 
treaty would call for a two-thirds vote In the 
senate, wherc^ipon me nouse ana the senator 
each by majority vote, would have to agree 
to tho necessary appropriation. 

Tho net effect of the method proposed Is, 
of course, to avoid the coiutltutlonnt man- 
date that the President's treaty-mahlnB pow- 
.er must bo exercised only "by and with the 
ttdvlco and c6iuont of the senate . . . pro- 
vided two-thlids of 'the senators present 
concur." 

So far as the relief project Is concerned this 
Is of no particular Impoctancc. Relief can and 
should be provided by executive action except 
OS to tho raising of the funds. 

But word is circulating among persona who 
usually are very well Informed as to adminis- 
tration plans that this Is a sort of trial bal- 
loon to test out , a new short-cut to treaty- 
making, In order to avoid the situation which 
arose after World war I when a small group 
of senators — more than a thlrd, less than half 
— blocked opproval oi American membership 
in tho League of Nations.- 

As Raymond Clapper writes, "the relief 
administration Is but the first of many or- 
ganizations that ore expected to be 'created 
OS. part of the United Nations." Some will be 
of emergency nature, like the relief organi- 
zation. Others wlil.be seml-pcrmancnt — or" 
mgre than semi— and may Influence our In- 
teFTiatlonnl relationships for yooha to come. 

Does tho American public want xiw^e al- 
liances to be made by the executive, with no 
check beyond congress's control over the 
purse strings? If so, there Is nothing In the 
relief administration subterfuge about which 
to worry. 

If, on the other hand, we have found the 
senate check upon tho treaty-making power 
to' havc been, on the whole, desirable, then 
the current jnin-around Is mighty Important. 



NEW TAX PROPOSALS 

At times it Is hard to be patient with the 
"treasury. At times, In fact, It hardly seems 
worth while trying to be patient. With all 
its experts, the treasury seems, unable to 
profit by the lessons of tho past: The natural 
explanation may be that amateurs Just Ignore 
the experts, which, It .It Is true, is no morp 
than a reason for the treasury's insistence 
upon doing the right thing the wrong way, 
and not an excuse. 

To fjnance the war and to cushion or avert 
Inflation, it is necessary to raise billions of 
dollars of Additional taxes. The treasury Bays 
12 billions. -~- 

How are they going to be raised? Some of 
us hoped that after being bitten several 
times, the treasury would realize that taxa- 
tion Is too heavy now to be kept on the old 
hlt-or-mls3 basis. Everybody but -the treas- 
ury knows that II we are to pay the taxes 
that obvlousix wo must pay. a new, scientific, 
anesthetic approach has to be found. 

This win be hard, surely. It will make the 
tax framcrs do some thinking, But do they 
think that paying the taxes isn't going to bo 
hard for the citizenry— Isn't going to make 
U5 do ii lot of thinking, too? 

Thus far there Is absolutely no Indica- 
tion that the treasury Is even trying to form- 
ulate a scientific, anasthctlc approach' to the 
huge Income tax boosts that are In Bight. Or 
that it has given real thought to excise tax 
Increases. It appears that tho smartest Idea 
the t-rcasury can produce is to keep all the 
old heterogeneous and conlllctlng levies, and 
boost each as miieh as the administrators be- 
lieve the traffic will bear, 

This situation has been clfar all along. It 
becomes more clear and more menacing as 
word comes ol the administration's Ideas on 
excise taxes. 

As tax advisers. Secretary Morgenthau and 
his policy associates are fast losing any con- 
- fldence they still retain from tho ever harder- 
pressed public.
